and 


Lewis company, et al, va John W_ 
Rast, tax collector for Duval county, 
state of Florida, et al, to have set 
aside as unconstitutional the 
Ull 


passed by the last session of 
the 


Florida legislature, imposing a 
li- 


cense tax on all articles of merchan 
dlse sold in the state, accompanied 
with a premium coupon or 
other 


attachment to be redeemed by the 
purchaser or holder. In goods 
or 


merchandise 


The bill of complaint is a lengthy 


one, 
comprising 23 paragraphs, set- 


ting out the case of the complainants 
who are wholesale and retail grocery 
and tobacco and cigar and cigarette 
merchants of Florida 


The complainants named in

pany, wholesale 
grocers Jackson- 


ville

company,

THIGH BONE FOUND INDICATES 


EARLY RESIDENTS OF SWAMPS 


WERE OF MAGNIFICIENT PRO- 


PORTIONS. 


Who were the men of stature so 


great that a thigh bone measured 


Inches in length' Men who once 


roamed through the Everglades of 
Florida? And how many years ago 
did people ot so great size become 
extinct? asks the Palm Beach Coun- 
ty 


J F Carlisle and J. T. Brown, of 


this city, were straggling around in 
the 'glades the first of the week, 
noticing the effect of the unusual 
dry season, and essaying to locate a 
special tract of land 
They 
were 


acme eight miles west of this city 
and a little north 


Suddenly they noticed upon a pine 


that was about three feet through 
an indication of a blaze and Investi- 
gation showed that at one time it 
was heavily and well defined. 
But 


time had healed over much of 
it 


that less than two Inches remained— 
and its height from the base of the 
tree was unusual 
Its lowest 
por 


tion was about eight feet from 
the 


ground and its upper commencement 
between 
ten and 
eleven—showing 


that it must have been made from 
a boat when three or four feet of 
water covered the spot, by a person 
standing upon some object, or by a 
person of unusual size 


Hardly had the two ceased won 


dermg at the almost covered blaze 
when, a little way from the base o{ 
the tree, was found what bore every 
indication of being a thigh bone of 
a human being—except that its length 
was abnormal 
It measured as

lay upon the ground 38 Inches long, 
but every effort to preserve it in 
tact proved of no use, it crumbled 
at every touch

As a majority of the citizens of Flor 


ida are not familiar with the enact 
ments of the recent state legislature 
regarding hunting, and in ordpr to 
save prospective hunters from incon 
venience and expense, County Judge 
McCrory explains the real meaning o' 
some of the provisions. He stated that 
he feared, unless1 publicity was given 
to the game laws, which were sub- 
stantially modified by the last legisla- 
ture, many persons would be arrestec 
by game wardens on account of their 
lack of knowledge. 


"There seems to be an impression,' 


said Judge McCrory, "with some peo- 
ple, that, after they have secured a li- 
cense to hunt, they may hunt game of 
any kind at any season of the year. 
Such la not the case. The law pro- 
vides that hunting licenses secured 
after the opening of the hunting som- 
son shall be good only until the clo*e 
ot that season, and that licenses se- 
cured during the closed season, shall 
not go into effect until the beginning 
of the next open season. I have been 
informed that some people who are 
not familiar with the law are under the 
impression that they may. by secur- 
ing a license now, hunt rabbits and 
other game. They will get into trouble 
by doing so. The game season last* 
from November 20 to February 20. 


'Without a license any man CM 


hunt on his own land or in his own 
voting precinct, provided he Is a citi- 
zen of Florida. H* must pay a licenM 
of $1 to hunt In the county or $3 to 
hunt In the state. If he Is a non-red- 
dent, not having resided In the etat* 
for one year, he must pay a license f** 
of $16. Th*** regulation* are to b* 
found In section 24, chapter 6535, Ian 
of ma."

Scrub Flewer Pots Occasionally. 
Keep a small stiff brush to give the 


flower pots of house plants an occa- 
sional good scrubbing. Even though 
the pots are set in jardinieres, they 
need cleaning once in a while. The 
pots are.porous and become easily 
clogged if not washed occasionally. If 
the pot is kept clean the soil will keep 
fresh and will never become sour and 
kill the plants.

Many a youth, says 
the Japan Advertiser, might consider 
t the height of ambition to be able 
to go about the city in just the same 
manner and. win smiles from all the 
young women In the streets through 
which be passes. But the oichinl has 
all he can do to make his daily bread, 
and bis lot Is often very bard Indeed. 


The center for the distribution ot 


this medicine Is at the merchant's 
louse, which is situated on the little 
sland off Teukljt, Tgukljima. The ap- 
plicant who wishes to become a trav- 
eling apothecary must pay 5 yen as 
a guarantee to be faithful to the mas- 
ter. The next day he Is given a cap, 
a suit of clothes and a pair of shoes. 
In addition he receives medicine to 
the value of 7 yen, and his breakfast 


supplied every morning. For his 


other meals he must shift for himself 
and eat them in whatever part of 
Toklo he finds himself when be be- 
comes hungry. 


All the venders must assemble at 


the master's house In the morning 
and be ready to start out by 8 o'clock

statistics, those who use the pipe 
have decreased one-half In the past, 
ten years. It is a sad commentary on 
the passing of many old-style people. 


In Toklo there are about fifteen 


merchants who sell the bamboo tor 
the pipes, and the Chinese bamboo Is 
considered the best. This business 
cannot be carried on when it is rainy, 
as the repairing must be done out of 
doors. The Ra-uya must be examined 
by the officers in his district twice a 
year. 


Must Keep Moving. 


If his cart passes the examination 


he may continue his work. He charges 
three sen to replace a pipestem, and 
he must use about ten sen worth of 
charcoal a day, so that the profits ac- 
cruing are often very 
small. This 


business Is practically limited to old 
men. They take off the silver or brass 
bowl and mouthpiece and put in a new 
bamboo stem, then clean the whole 
by steam and polish the metal until it 
seems as good aa new. 


Another personage among the street 


merchants is the Amazake-ya. His 
cry, Amai, Amal! Sweet, Sweet! is so 
suggestive of sweet things that the 
cry brings the children from every 
quarter. The men who ply this trade 
are generally old. They form one of 
Tokio's picturesque street elements 
with their two large red lacquered 
boxes on either end of a shoulder pole. 
Amazake Is sold to the street retail- 
ers from thirteen wholesale merchants 
who thus supply the trade. 


An applicant who wishes to enter 


this business goes to the merchant 
with a person who acts as a guaran- 
tor, and borrowing the outfit, which 
consists ot the aforesaid red boxes, is 
almost ready to set forth on his trav- 
els. But he must buy his own clothes.

a little furnace, a steam vent over 
which the pipe it placed to clean It 
thoroughly on the inside, and also 
through the root ot tbe cart a (team 
whistle. 


POT the privilege ot pushing Us cart 


through the street* the Ra-uya matt 
pay three yea a year a* tax. It take* 
a long apprenticeship to know all the 
trlcki of the trad* and no- one who 1* 
not accustomed to this kind of mind- 
ing can b« a sueo***.

OF COMMENT BY STATE BOARD 


STATE BOARD OF HEALTH 
IS- 


SUES BULLETIN GIVING INFOR- 


MATION ON THIS MOST VITAL 


SUBJECT. 


The following press bulletin has 


just been issued by the Florida state 
board of health: 


The feather duster 
Is 
a crime 


against society! 


In the hands of the irresponsible 


servant or in those, of her Intelligent 
mistress, it scatters the bacteria of 
tuberculosis and spreads the germs of 
suffering and death. The utter use- 
lessness of this implement to accom- 
plish what it is intended to accom- 
plish should relegate it to the scrap 
heap or to the mantel as a bit of bric- 
a-brac. Presumably it is a tool for 
cleaning, for removing the accumula- 
tions of dirt particles 
which floating 


in the air eventually find lodging on 
exposed surfaces. 
The duster dis- 


lodges it, scatters it, fills the air T> ith 
it and permits it to find new resting 
places or to return to the spot from 
which it has been removed. The only 
real good that has been gained is the 
satisfaction that comes to the zealous 
housewife, who imagines that she has 
really "dusted." 


The modern housewife has banished 


it from her home She uses the damp- 
ened cloth and when it is filled with 
the gathered dirt, it is taken out of 
doors and shaken vigorously in the 
wind. After using it is consigned to 
the laundry. 


The Floriaa state board of health 


through the 26 years of its official ex- 
istence, has waged a war against tin- 
cleanliness. 
It has urged upon the 


people a campaign of education, by 
which it has sought to warn against 
the dangers that lurk in unsuspected 
corners and cracks and crevices And 
this campaign is bearing fruit 
The 


feather duster has been one of the 
objects,of special antipathy by the 
board, and it has endeavored to drive 
it from the public places, from pub- 
lic conveyances and from the homes. 


The great transportation companies, 


which control public conveyances— 
some of them at least—have been Im- 
pressed with these ideas of sanitation 
and have taught their servants, those 
that come into contact with the trav- 
eling public, the necessity ot neatness 
and cleanness. The feather 
duster 


has been removed from the Pullman 
company's sleepers and chair and din- 
ing cars. It has been replaced by the 
cloth, usually dampened, with which 
the accumulated dust is removed from 
seats and window ledges while passen 
gers occupy these conveyances. The

theater, the church or the clubhouse, 
the danger of those who are free from 
the disease may be appreciated 
The 


habit ot spitting IB Bald to be dis- 
tinctly American. Perhaps that is one 
reason why tuberculosis is more prev 
alent in this country than in any other 
on earth. Certainly

wide-spread in the United States, and 
Hint it is a habit is shown bv 
the 


lack ot inclination to expectorate In 
private homes and in places wher* no 
receptacle 1s provided. 


Several months ago the street! of 


Jacksonville were liberally placarded 
with warnings against spitting on tte 
sidewalks and 
proraUtng a penalty 


for Infractions of the rule. The situs 
were posted under the authority of the 
city health department and the of- 
fense was therefore within the Jurls- 
dletlon of the city court. So tar as 
is known, not a single arrest has 
trnan mad* in Jacksonville for this 
misdemeanor, and a careful observa- 
tion show* that th* habit, quite g«B*r- 
ally prevalent before, has vanish** 
from th* streets of th* city. 


A sens* of common decency has 


practically banished the filthy prac 
tlce from the street cars of the city 
greatly to the advantage of the travel 
ing multitudes. 


The moral effects of these signs has 


been strong In stopping the unneces 
sary practice. It has proven the exis 
tence in the normal citizen of the de- 
sire, at least, a dormant willingness 
to be clean and to regard a very im 
portant factor in public sanitation 
and cleanliness. 


In these very modern days the doc 


tors and health officials of the cities 
and state are making it much easier 
to attain advanced age by lessening 
the mutitude ot bacterial 
dangers 


that have threatened 
us on every 


hand. At least, they have Instructed 
the people how to avoid these dan- 
gers. They have lowered our death 
rates by teaching us how to take care 
of ourselves.

MODORE C. G. BURGOYNE 
TO 


FIRE DEPARTMENT IS READY 


FOR SERVICE. 
The pulmotor recently donated to 


the Daytona flre department by Com 
modore C. G. Burgoyne for public use 
arrived last Saturday, and is now al 
the flre station ready for service in 
the resusciation of drowned or suffo 
cated persons. 


This Draeger's pulmotor is made in 


Germany and was received here in the 
original package, the wooden case be 
ing enclosed in a sealed tin box and 
very carefully packed in excelsior. 


Chief French at once familiarized 


himself with the device and Monday 
morning gave a brief edmonstration o 
the instrument at the fire station in 
the presence of members of the city 
council, the board of trade and others 


The cylinders containing the oxygen 


tor the instrument 
each hold 


cubic feet of gas or a 40 minutes' sup- 
ply when in use, and there are two ex 
tra cylinders with the machine. There 
are soft rubber masks to fit the face 
of either children or adults, and a sep 
arate device to supply oxygen to per 
sons partially suffocated, but who stil 
retain semi-consciousness and respira 
ing of persons overcome by smoke 
gas, electric shock or Immersion In 
water. 


A testing device accompanies the 


pulmotor and this was used by Chief 
French for the edification of the as 
sembled gentlemen. There is also an 
instrument for^ forcing the jaws apart 
and holding them in case the teeth 
are clenched and one for gripping the 
tongue and drawing it forth out of the 
way. 
Full and complete Instructions 


are included with the outfit, which 
from the demonstration made, appears 
to be a practical device for the reviv 
ing of persons overcome by smoke, gas 
or immersion in water.

DISASTROUS FIRE DESTROYS 


A DAYTONA DRUG STORE 


STOCK 
AND 
FIXTURES BADLY 


DAMAGED BY HEAT AND SMOKE 


—ORIGIN OF BLAZE REMAINS 


AN UNSOLVED PROBLEM. 
The Lanier & Baker drugstore, lo- 


cated In tlie W. H. Gardiner building, 
at Daytona, was visited by a dis- 
astrous are 
last 
Friday 
morning, 


which wag only discovered in the nick 
of time to save the building and ad- 
joining property. The stock and fix- 
tures of the store were badly damaged 
by the heat and smoke, which had 
evidently been confined in the building 
tor some time, probably several hours. 


The fire was discoverd shortly af- 


ter 6:00 in the morning by a young 
colored boy in the employ of H. S. Mil- 
ler, proprietor of Our Store, second 
building north of the drugstore. The 
boy found the fire when he went to 
the rear of the 
buildings to get a 


broom to sweep off the sidewalk. 
George Hooper, 
proprietor of the 


barber shop situated between Our 
store and the drug store, made his ap- 
pearance about this time and was in- 
formed of the blaze next door. Mr. 
Hoopen at once sent the boy to the fire 
station and, breaking in the rear door 
of the drugstore, went to work with a 
bucket and water from a nearby well. 
In this he was assisted by Mr. Miller, 
who had arrived just as the boy was 
leaving to give the alarm, and also by 
S. B. Green, who was early at the 
scene. 


Although" the boy was riding a bi- 


cycle, Chief French 
and Engineer 


Hitch beat him back to the scene of 
the fire with the truck. They forced 
the front door, but found they could 
not get at the fire which was located 
hi a store room at the rear. The truck 
was then run around to the back of 
the building and the fire extinguished 
with water obtained from the hydrant 
at the corner of Beach and Magnolia 
avenue. 


The chemicals were not used on the 


fire because of the dense smoke, which 
prevented a definite location of the 
blaze, but Chief French made his way 
into the prescription room, situated 
between the store room and the front 
of the store and made sure that the 
fire was confined to the store room. 


Two holes, several feet apart, were 


burned through the double floor and 
joist, some blazing object apparently 
having rolled across the intervening 
space and ignited a second place, prob- 
ably packages and bottles from 
the 


shelving at the side of the room. 


The smoke was so heavy and charg- 


ed with chemicals from the stock in 
trade that it was impossible to breathe 
in the building and this smoke and 
the confined heat had discolored prac- 
tically everything in the store. The 
heat was so intense that the paint was 
blistered on the outside of the front 
doors of the store. 
The smoke also found its way to the 


second floor of the building and dis- 
colored the walls of Dr. G. A. Klock's 
office' rooms and the furnishings, and 
the two rooms at the rear of the floor 
retained by Mr. Gardiner. 
There was insurance on both stoci 


and building in companies -for -which 
Conrad & Oates and F. W. Pope, Jr 
are local agents. Mr. Baker and hi 
assistant, W ,C. Jones, who are living 
at the Troy hotel, knew nothing of the 
fire until after it had been extin 
guished. 


The flre whistle was not blown be 


cause of the fact that at the tlm 
there was no phone in the engine 
room of the electric light plant by 
which the engineer could be notiflec 
and the office was not yet open for 
the day. A phone has since been in 
stalled in the engine room in order t< 
provide for an alarm at night. 


F. M. Rowe, who was out on the city 


Island at about 6:00 o'clock, saw the 
smoke, and a number of others, rest 
dents of the vicinity, or passers-by 
either saw the smoke or smelled it 
but attributed it to the burning o: 
trash at the rear of one of the build 
ings in the block, that being a common 
practice.

MOBILE TIRES. 
Primarily because they ruin auto- 


mobile tire*, and, secondarily, because 
they do not appeal to aesthetic taste, 
oyster shells and catfish will not be 
allowed on the bridges crossing the 
Halifax river if the suggestion made 
by the Daytona board of trade to the 
municipal councils of Daytona, Sea 
breeze and Daytona Beach is carried 
Into effect. 


At the last meeting of the Daytona 


civic body attention was called to the 
fact that persons fishing throw cat- 
fish on the bridges and allow them 
to remain there. 
When casting for 


shrimp, oyster shells are often brought 
up in the cast nets and these, too, are 
left on the bridges. Both the oyster 
shells and the catfish are not friendly 
to automobile tires, and it is estimat- 
ed that the tires ruined every year 
From this source amounts to several 
hundreds of dollars. The councils of 
the three towns have been asked to 
enact ordinances making It a misde- 
meanor to leave catfish or shells on 
any of the bridges, and If the ordi- 
nances are enacted automobile owners 
will have sufficient interest to see that 
offenders are prosecuted.

CRACK TRAIN BETWEEN KEY 


WBST AND NEW YORK DERAIL- 
ED SOUTH ON MIAMI ON THE 


OVER-SEA EXTENSION. 
Two hundred and fifty feet of track- 
age was torn up, rails were twisted 
and distorted into all sorts of fantas- 
tic shapes, and five coaches left the 
track, but not a person was injured or 
a pane of glass broken when train No. 
86, Oversea Limited from Key West 
to Jacksonville, due at 
Daytona at 


10:24 a. m., crashed Into a split switch 
at Peters, south of Miami, at 12:35 
o'clock last Friday morning. The 
wreck is declared by officials of the 
road and by the passengers U be lit- 
tle short of miraculous in that the 
cars remained upright, and no one 
was hurt, due, it la said, to the fact 
that the coaches are of steel.' 


Passengers asleep In the rear Pull- 


man knew nothing of the affair until 
next morning, when, upon awakening, 
;hey found themselves still in the pine 
land of southern Dade county instead 
of nearing Jacksonville. 


It took twelve hours to repair the 


damage to the track and road bed. 


Engineer demons stopped his train 


within four car lengths so easily that 
there was scarcely a jar, and the only 
shaking up experienced by 'those in 
the coaches was the bumping as the 
wheels ground over the ties. 


"I am an old railroad man, as I fol- 


lowed that business for 26 years, and 
have been In many wrecks, but this 
was the most remarkable one I ever 
saw," said .H. J. Fletcher, of Newark, 


. J., one of the passengers. "Had 


those coaches 
been of wood they 


would have splintered Instantly and 
not one of us would have been here 
,o tell the tale. As nearly as I can 
figure it out, the engine must have con- 
:inued on the main track and the bag- 
gage and mail car took the siding, due 
to the split switch. Nothing was tip- 
led over. It was simply a derailment, 
rat a remarkably fortunate one. The 
cars tipped to an ange of, say, 35 de- 
grees, but at all times, during the rest 
of the night, we were able to go in 
and »ut ot them. 


'The rails were twssted about in the 


most 
fantastic manner. One was 


ifted bodily and set over across the 
rack at right angles; 
another was 


bent Into the form of a U, and others 
were twisted about in strange shapes 
The principal damage was to the track 
although the road bed seemed to be 
orn up also to some extent. 


'I was in the smoking compartment 


n the second coach, talking with a 
man who works for the railroad. 
I 


hink he lives in Miami. 
We were 


moking and conversing on various 
ubjects when the jar came, I thought 
at first we had ran into something, 
and then, as the wheels bumped over 
he ties, realized that we had been de- 
ailed. The engineer stopped his en- 
gine with remarkable speed, and you 
may know that the jar was not serious 
when not a pane of glass was even 
racked, and those asleep in the rear 
:ar were not awakened. We bumped 
along over the ground for probably 
50 feet 
"It was a most miraculous occur- 
ence and in all my years of experl- 
nce the most remarkable wreck I 
ver saw, as I said before. The only 
isaster was that of tlie visit of hordes 
f mosQUitoes while we were awaiting 
or the train from Miami."

"There seems to be an Impression," 


said Judge McCrory, "with some peo- 
ple that, after they have secured a li- 
cense to hunt, they may hunt game OI 
any kind at any season of the year. 

The law pro- 
vides that hunting licenses secured 
after the opening of the hunting sea- 
son shall be good only until the cloie 
of that season, and that licenses «e- 
cured during the closed season, shall 
not go Into effect until the beginning 
of the next open season. I have been 
informed that some people who are 
not familiar with the law are under the' 
Impression that they may. by secur- 
ing a license now, hunt rabbits and 
other game. They will get Into trouble 
by doing so. The game season latta 
from November 20 to February 20.

Tallahassee, August 25.—The law 


generally known as the "Blue Sky" law, 
passed at the recent session of the 
legislature, went Into effect July 1st, 
and it is now unlawful to offer for sale 
outside of the county in which the 
company may be located, the stocks, 
bonds or securities of any concern ex- 
cept those of Florida utility corpora- 
tions, banking and trust companies, 
and corporations under control of the 
railroad commission, without an offi- 
cial permit 
This is a very wholesome piece ot 


legislation and Is more far-reaching 
than many would suppose upon first 
reading of the act. It requires every 
concern located In or out of the State, 
except those specially exempted as 
enumerated above, before otterlng^for 
ale any < " " 
>tcurities ui »»*j »»"- — .~;~\—ii/ 
outside of the county in which they 
are located, to submit to the comptrol- 
er complete financial statements and 
get a permit signed by the comptrol- 
er and attorney general. The law re- 
quires also that when the company Is 
•iven such permit that they register 
every agent and a registration certifi- 
cate is given each agent. 
Before the comptroller and attorney 


generaV may issue to any investment 
company a permit to sell its stocks, 
>onds or other securities in this state 
hey must make such examination of 
the concern and of their plan of doing 
business as will satisfy them that the 
concern has a fair, just and equitable 
proposition to offer, but the law does 
lot permit the comptroller and attor- 
ney general to recommend any com- 
>any's securities. 


The investing public should be slow 


to buy any kind of stock or security 
offered them until they have satisfied 
themselves that it no gold-brick propo- 
sition and the "Blue Sky" law makes 
,his easy to do. All that is necessary 
s to ask the vendor for his credentials 
and a showing that the concern has a 
>ermit to do business In Florida. 


If the stock offered Is that of a cor- 


poration located in the 
county 
in 


which it is offered no permit will be 
necessary to make the offer In that 
county, but If the concern Is not lo- 
cated In the county In which It offers 
la stocks or securities for sale, then 
the public will not only be protecting 
themselves, but will be assisting great- 
y In the administration of the law If 
they will make It a point to find out 
If the saesman Is a duly registered 
agent of a concern having a permit to 
do business In the state. 


With the hearty co-operation of the 


public the Investment fakirs will be 
driven from the state and It is well 
Imown that Florida has suffered her 
share of losses from the sale of fake 
stock and gold-brick proposition to Its 
cltliens.

The following press bulletin has 


just been issued by the Florida state 
board of health: 


The feather duster 
is 
a crime 


against society! 


In the hands of the irresponsible 


servant or in those, of her intelligent 
mistress, it scatters the bacteria of 
tuberculosis and spreads the germs of 
suffering and death. The utter use- 
lessness of this implement to accom- 
plish what it is intended to accom- 
plish should relegate it to the scrap 
heap or to the mantel as a bit of bric- 
a-brac. Presumably it is a tool for 
cleaning, for removing the accumula- 
tions of dirt particles 
which floating 


in the air eventually find lodging on 
exposed surfaces. 
The duster dis- 


lodges it, scatters it, fills the air with 
it and permits it to find new resting 
jlaces or to return to the spot from 
which it has been removed. The only 
real good that has been gained is the 
satisfaction that comes to the zealous 
housewife, who imagines that she has 
really "dusted." 


Tie modern housewife has banished 


it from her home She uses the damp- 
ened cloth and -when it is filled with 
the gathered dirt, it is taken out of 
doors and shaken vigorously in the 
wind. After using it is consigned to 


practically banished the filthy prac- 
tice from the street cars of the city, 
greatly to the advantage of the travel- 
ing multitudes.

DISASTROUS FIRE DESTROYS 


A DAYTONA DRUG STORE 


STOCK 
AND 
FIXTURES 
BADLY 


DAMAGED BY HEAT AND SMOKE 


—ORIGIN OF BLAZE REMAINS 


AN UNSOLVED PROBLEM. 
The Lanier & Baker drugstore, lo- 


cated In the W. H. Gardmer building, 
at Daytona, was visited by a dis- 
astrous fire last 
Friday 
morning, 


which was only discovered In the nick 
of time to save the building and ad- 
joining property. The stock and fix- 
tures of the store were badly damaged 
by the heat and smoke, which had 
evidently been confined in the building 
tor some time, probably several hours. 
The fire was discoverd shortly af- 


ter 6:00 In the morning by a young 
colored boy In the employ of H. S. Mil- 
ler, proprietor of Our Store, second 
building north of the drugstore. The 
boy found the fire when he went to 
the rear of the 
buildings to get a 


broom to sweep off the sidewalk. 
George Hooper, 
proprietor of the 


barber shop situated between Our 
store and the drug store, made his ap- 
pearance about this time and was in- 
formed of the blaze next door. Mr. 
Hoopen at Office sent the boy to the flre 
station and, breaking in the rear door 
ot the drugstore, went to work with a 
bucket and water from a nearby well. 
In this he was assisted by Mr. Miller, 
who had arrived just as the boy was 
leaving to give the alarm, and also by 
S. B. Green, who was early at the 
scene. 
Although" the boy was riding a bi- 


cycle, Chief French 
and Engineer 


Hitch beat him back to the scene of 
;he fire with the truck. They forced 
the front door, but found they could 
not get at the fire which was located 
in a store room at the rear. The truck 
was then run around to the back of 
the building and the flre extinguished 
with water obtained from the hydrant 
at the corner of Beach and Magnolia 
avenue. 
The chemicals were not used on the 


flre because of the dense smoke, which 
prevented a definite location of the 
blaze, but Chief French made his way 
into the prescription room, situated 
between the store room and the front 
of the store and made sure that the 
flre was confined to the store room. 


Two holes, several feet apart, were 


burned through the double floor and 
joist, some blazing object apparently 
having rolled across the intervening 
space and ignited a second place, prob- 
ably packages and bottles from 
the 


shelving at the side of the room. 
The smoke was so heavy and charg- 


ed with chemicals from the stock in 
trade that it was impossible to breathe 
in the building and this smoke and 
the confined heat had discolored prac- 
tically everything in the store. The 
heat was so intense that the paint was 
blistered on the outside of the front 
doors of the store. 
The smoke also found its way to the 


second floor of the building and dis- 
colored the walls of Dr. G. A. Klock's 
office rooms and the furnishings, and 
the two rooms at the rear of the floor 
retained by Mr. Gardiner. 
There was insurance on bottt stocK 


and building in companies-for which 
Conrad & Oates and F. W. Pope, Jr., 
are local agents. Mr. Baker and his 
assistant, W .C. Jones, who are living 
at the Troy hotel, knew nothing of the 
fire until after it had been extin- 
guished. 
The flre whistle was not blown be- 


cause of the fact that at the time 
there was no phone in the engine 
room of the electric light plant by 
which the engineer could be notified

Primarily because they ruin auto- 


mobile tires, and, secondarily, because 
they do not appeal to aesthetic taste 
oyster shells and catfish will not be 
allowed on the bridges crossing the 
Halifax river if the suggestion made 
by the Daytona board of trade to the 
municipal councils of Daytona, Sea 
breeze and Daytona Beach is carried 
Into effect. 


At the last meeting of the Daytona 


civic body attention was called to the 
fact that persons fishing throw cat 
fish on the bridges and allow them 
to remain there. 
When casting to 


shrimp, oyster shells are often brough 
up in the cast nets and these, too, ar<_ 
left on the bridges. Both the oyste 
shells and the catfish are not friendly 
to automobile tires, and It is estlmat 
ed that the tires ruined every yea 
from this source amounts to severa 
hundreds of dollars. The councils o 
the three towns have been asked to 
enact ordinances making It a mlsde 
meanor to leave catfish or shells on

Two hundred and fifty feet of track- 


ace was torn up, rails were twisted 
and distorted Into all sorts of fantas- 
tic shapes, and five coaches left the 
track, but not a person was injured or 
a pane of glass broken when train No. 
86, Oversea Limited from Key West 
to Jacksonville, due at 
Daytona at 


10:24 a. m., crashed Into a split switch 
at Peters, south of Miami, at 12:35 
o'clock last Friday morning. The 
wreck is declared by officials of the 
road and by the passengers to be lit- 
tle short of miraculous in that the 
cars remained upright, and no one 
•was hurt, due, it la said, to the tact 
that the coaches are of steel.'

man knew nothing of the affair until 
next morning, when, upon awakening, 
they found themselves still in the pine 
land of southern Dade county instead 
of nearing Jacksonville. 
It took twelve hours to repair the 


damage to the track and road bed.

within four car lengths so easily that 
there was scarcely a jar, and the only 
shaking up experienced by those in 
the coaches was the bumping as the 
wheels ground over the ties.
